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Later,  Dean  Jenkins: 

RU's  longest  standing  dean  announces  retirement

For  Rutgers,  the  end  of  the  decade  is  the  end  of  another  era  in  RU  history.  Dean  W. 
Jenkins  recently  announced  his  retirement  from  his  position  as  Dean  of  Livingston 
College.  Jenkins’  retirement  will  begin  July  1, 1990,  and  he  is  looking  forward  to  the  time 
off.  “I  think  I’ve  been  dean  long  enough  and  that’s  the  truth,”  he  said. 

“It’s  better  to  leave  now  before  you’re  falling  flat  on  your  face  and  people  are  walking 
all  overyou,"  the  dean  said  in  a recent  interview.  Jenkins,  who  has  been  at  Rutgers  since 
1960,  admits  that  he  will  miss  not  being  a dean,  but  does  not  plan  to  disappear  front  the 
Rutgers  community.  After  taking  a year  off  to  “catch  some  fish,  read  some  books  and  do 
some  other  things”,  he  plans  to  return  for  the  1991-92  year  as  a biology  professor.  Things 
have  come  full  circle  for  the  man  who  has  run  Livingston  College  for  the  past  eleven  years. 

W.  Robert  Jenkins  came  to  Rutgers  University  nearly  thirty  years  ago  as  a research 
professor  “for  what  is  now  called  Cook  College,”  said  the  Dean.  Jenkins  held  various 
positions  within  the  biology  department  throughout  the  1 960s,  including  dept,  chair.  At  the 
time  he  was  also  a visiting  lecturer  for  the  National  Science  Association,  and  toured 
colleges  on  the  east  coast.  “Invariably,  I always  ended  up  evaluating  the  department,  and 
got  an  idea  of  what  an  undergraduate  biology  depanment  of  a university  should  be,"  he 
said.  In  the  mid-60s,  Livingston  College  was  being  planned.  Jenkins  attended  a university 
conference  discussing  plans  for  a department  of  biology  on  Livingston.  “It’s  funny,”  said 
Jenkins, "because  I arrived  late  to  the  meeting,  and  actually  sat  outside  of  the  discussion 
circle  that  people  had  formed,  as  I didn’t  realize  that  deans  and  other  administrators  were 
people,  too.  Anyway,  I was  finally  asked  what  I thought  about  the  subject,  and  I ended  up 
talking  to  all  sorts  of  people  for  hours  at  a time  through  the  course  of  the  week.  Eventually, 
I was  asked  to  be  borrowed  from  the  depanment  I was  with  and  work  on  this  project  for 
the  next  year.” 

As  Livingston  College  was  beginning  (“I  watched  the  buildings  go  up,”  he  remarked). 
Jenkins  was  an  active  faculty  member  of  the  biology  department  at  Livingston.  He  recalled 
some  of  the  highlights  of  Livingston’s  early  years,  which  he  descibed  as  “stormy.”  ‘The 
most  exciting  thing  was  the  first  May  before  the  opening  in  1969  watching  the  first 
freshmen  register  for  classes,"  he  said,  smiling. 

Since  that  time,  Dean  Jenkins  has  watched  Livingston  College  grow  and  change,  and 
admits  that  it  is  easier  being  the  dean  now  than  it  was  ten  years  ago.  “Students  are  less 
outspoken  and  are  much  more  materialistic.  They  still  protest,  but  they  prefer  words  to 
actions  these  days,"  he  aaid.  ‘Today  students  seem  to  asking  themselves  ‘What  can  I buy 
with  my  degree?’  when  twenty  years  ago  they  would  ask  “How  can  I change  things  in  this 
world  in  spite  of  my  degree?’  but  that  seems  to  be  a national  trend.  Of  course,  the  issues 
aren’t  quite  as  dramatic  today  (Vietnam,  civil  rights,  free  speech,  etc.).’’ 

“Livingston  is  a reflection  of  this  country,  of  the  changing  values  of  college  students.  It 
has  often  been  an  agent  for  change;  at  least  it  has  changed  the  climate  of  Rutgers  U niversity

in  general.”  Livingston  has  also 
changed  the  airriculum  and  the 
appearance  of  Rutgers.  Although 
most  non-LC  students  are  familiar 
with  the  stadium  and  the  business 
school  on  Kilmer,  Livingston  also 
attracted  a whole  different  genre  of 
students  since  its  start,  and  Jenkins 
himself  counts  at  least  sixteen 
courses  of  stud«y  that  were  first  of- 
fered at  Livingston.  “Livingston 
has  brought  out  a lot  of  good 
people  through  the  years,”  he  said. 

One  of  Jenkins’  most  unique 
qualities  is  that  he  is  so  well-liked 
by  both  faculty  and  students.  He 
even  described  his  relationship 
with  the  staff  in  the  Deans’  Office 
in  Lucy  Stone  Hall  as  “like  fam- 
ily.” Through  all  his  years  in  ad- 
ministration, has  he  ever  been 
caught  between  the  students  and 
the  higher-ups  at  RU?  “The  pro- 
vost and  Bloustein  have  always 
known  where  I stand.  No  one  has 
ever  told  me  to  shut  up,  except 
once,  but  I didn’t.” 

For  a number  of  years,  however,

After  13  years  as  dean  of  Livingston  Col- 
lege, W.  Robert  Jenkins  will  be  resigning 
from  his  position  at  the  University. 

In  his  early  years  at  the  University,  Jenkins 
taught  biology  and  served  as  Livingston  Col- 
lege's biology  department  chairman  before 
the  University's  academic  reorganization 
took  place  in  1980. 

“This  is  a good  time  to  resign,"  said  the 
dean,  whose  resignation  will  be  effective 
July  1. 1990. 

"When  I was  first  named  department 
chair,  I thought  no  one  should  stay  in  an 
administrative  position  for  more  than  four  or 
five  years. 

“I’ve  violated  that  a thousand  limes," 
Jenkins  said. 

With  a bachelor’s  degree  from  William 
and  Mary,  a masters  degree  from  the  Univer- 
sity of  Virginia  and  a doctorate  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Maryland,  Jenkins  had  a long  and 
varied  academic  history  before  joining 
Rutgers. 

The  dean  first  publicly  announced  his  res- 
ignation Monday  to  The  Livingston 
Medium,  his  college's  newspaper,  and  then 


announced  his  plans  to  the  college’s  admini- 
strative and  clerical  staff  to  what  he  called 
mixed  reactions. 

"It  was  a surprise,"  said  George  Jones, 
Livingston  College's  associate  dean  for  stu- 
dent life.  Jones  said  he  felt  a “sense  of 
impending  loss"  at  the  dean’s  resignation. 

Laura  Bromley,  associate  dean  of  Livings- 
ton College,  also  said  the  announcement 
came  as  a surprise. 

But  University  President  Edward  J.  Blous- 
tcin  said  Jenkins'  decision  "didn’t  come  as  a 
great  surprise. 

“He's  served  as  dean  for  a long  time. 
We’ve  had  long  years  together  and  the  col- 
lege has  come  a long  way  in  that  time,"  die 
president  said. 

Bromley  said  it  was  clear  the  dean  “was 
ready  for  a change,”  and  said  she  thinks  he 
"doesn’t  intend  to  give  up  association"  with 
the  University  and  will  "slay  in  touch  with 
the  administration." 

Jenkins  said  he  docs  plan  to  take  a year  off 
following  next  July,  but  then  plans  to  return 
to  Rutgers  to  "teach  and  advise  and  be  a regu- 
lar member  of  the  faculty."

"I'm  resigning  from  this  posi- 
tion, not  retiring.  There's  a big  dif- 
ference,” Jenkins  said,  adding,  “I’d 
go  insane  if  I retired." 

In  addition,  Jenkins  said  he 
hopes  to  complete  a book  he  started 
but  put  aside  some  years  ago. 

The  book  deals  with  “the  social 
implications  of  environmental 
issues,"  the  dean  said. 

Bromley  said  Jenkins  has  “con- 
tributed to  the  college  over  the 
years"  and  “helped  keep  the  char- 
acter of  Livingston  College -alive." 


Jenkins  said  he  considers  him- 
self very  close  to  Livingston  Col- 
lege and  his  experiences  at  the 
school  have  given  him  “perhaps 
more  pleasure  than  anyone 
deserves." 

University  Provost  Paul  Loath 
said  he  had  not  yet  received  Jenk- 
in’s  letter  of  resignation,  but  a 
search  committee  will  be  appointed 
soon  to  find  replacement 
candidates. 

“We're  very  grateful  to  Dr.  Jenk- 
ins for  giving  so  much  notice,” 
Lcath  said,  adding  this  would  make 
the  replacement  process  easier.

Livingston  College  probably  will  nol  have 
a permanent  dean  for  over  a year  after  Dean 
W.  Robert  Jenkins  resigns  in  July,  according 
to  Briavcl  Holcomb,  chair  of  the  committee 
searching  for  n new  dean. 

Due  to  the  University's  upcoming  budget 
crisis,  the  committee  to  find  Jenkins 
replacement  has  been  dissolved,  New  Bruns- 
wick Provost  Paul  Lcnih  announced  Thurs- 
day. A new  committee  will  be  formed  next 
year,  he  said. 

Lcath  said,  "This  is  a time  in  the  Universi- 
ty when  we  think  we  could  get  a better  candi- 
date in  a year." 


Holcomb,  a University  urban  studies  pro- 
fessor, said,  "I  don’t  think  you  can  justify 
spending  SI 00,000  for  a new  dean  when  tui- 
tion is  going  up.” 

"There’s  no  logic  to  searching-for  some- 
one when  the  new  candidate  would  have  so 
few  resources  to  play  with,"  she  said.  "Some- 
one from  within  (the  University)  knows  what 
llic  (budget)  parameters  arc  to  save  money 
and  maximize  resources." 

Additionally,  the  dissolution  will  allow 
the  next  University  president  to  help  choose 
the  new  dean,  Holcomb  said. 

Leath  said  the  permanent  dean  always  is 
appointed  officially  by  the  University  presi- 
dent, but  said  he  will  appoint  the  college's 


acting  dean. 

The  decision  should  not  hinder  the  direc- 
tion, of  the  school,  he  said,  adding  that  Cook 
College  and  Mason  Gross  School  of  the  Atts 
also  have  acting  deans. 

George  Jones,  Livingston  College  dean  of 
students,  said,  "It's  reasonable  to  allow  the 
new  president  to  have  some  say  as  to  who  the 
new  dean  of  the  college  would  be." 

Holcomb  said,  “In  view  of  the  fiscal  prob- 
lems of  the  University,  the  committee 
thought  this  was  an  appropriate  action.  There 
arc  some  excellent  people  in  the  University 
who  would  make  very  good  acting  deans.” 

The  position  of  Livingston  College  dean 
will  be  "more  attractive"  when  the  college 


and  the  University  have  more  money,  Hoi-  i 
comb  said. 

She  said  that  new  Kilmer  campus  develop- 
ments, such  as  the  proposed  Kilmer  Villago 
complex  of  residential  and  business  units,  j 
will  bring  more  money  to  Livingston 
College.  j. 

The  committee  had  attracted  "a  respect- 
able number"  of  candidates  for  the  position,  j 
Holcomb  said.  The  new  search  committee 
will  accept  additional  applicants,  she  said, 
but  added  that  she  hopes  two-thirds  of  the 
original  candidates  will  reapply.

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Africana  studies  professor  serves  as  acting  LC  dean

Since  returning  in  July  from  a 
two-year  stay  in  South  Africa 
where  he  studied  societal  changes, 
University  Africana  studies  profes- 
sor Walton  Johnson  has  taken  over 
for  retired  Livingston  College 
Dean  W.  Robert  Jenkins. 

During  an  interview,  Johnson, 
who  will  serve  as  acting  dean  until 
a permanent  replacement  is 
appointed  by  University  President 
Francis  L.  Lawrence,  spoke  about 
the  so-called  "identity  crisis" 
among  students  on  the  Kilmer  cam- 
pus, Livingston  College’s  mission 
and  the  ongoing  budget  situation. 

“I'm  not  sure  there  is  an  identity 
crisis.  Other  people  say  there  is," 
he  said. 

Some  Livingston  College  stu- 
dents have  expressed  feelings  of 
what  Jenkins  once  called  "Livings- 
ton paranoia”  — a sense  of  being 
left  out  of  the  University. 

“I  have  very  strong  feelings  that 
00  there  is  an  identity  crisis,  (it  is) 
because  people  don’t  know  or  have 
forgotten  what  Livingston  College 
is  all  about,”  he  said. 

According  to  Johnson,  “non- 
traditional  excellence”  has  been  a 
Livingston  hallmark. 

“Non-traditional,  gifted  students 


in  the  '70s  were  choosing  to  go  to 
Livingston  College  because  they 
didn’t  want  a run-of-the-mill  edu- 
cation you  would  have  gotten  at 
another  university,"  he  remarked, 
adding  that  Livingston  College  had 
been  "more  exciting,  more 
innovative.” 

“If  we  can  translate  that  aspect  of 
the  mission  into  reality,”  Johnson 
continued,  "the  identity  crisis  will 
disappear  because  people  are  hap- 
py to  associate  with  that 
enterprise.” 

Johnson  arrived  at  Livingston 
College  in  1972  as  professor  of 
African-American  studies  and 
sociology.  “I  was  attracted  to  this 
place  because  its  mission  was  con- 
gruent to  my  own  values  and 
ideals." 

That  mission,  one  of  "strength 
through  diversity,”  has  been 
fulfilled  in  its  diversity  aspect,  he 
said.  However,  some  areas  of 
Livingston  College  could  be 
strengthened,  Johnson  added. 

“I  think  we  can  still  excel  in  the 
area  of  providing  special  opportun- 
ities for  gifted  and  talented  stu- 
dents," especially  those  from  dis- 
advantaged backgrounds,  he  said. 

Johnson  said  refocusing  on  the 
academic  contributions  made  by 


Livingston  College  is  one  of  his 
first  goals.  By  getting  Livingston 
College  fellows  to  interact  with 
gifted  students  and  conducting 
conferences  on  “cutting-edge 
issues,”  Johnson  said,  the  school's 
academic  strengths  could  be  “play- 
ed up.” 

Some  of  the  college's  innovative 
offerings  were  adopted  by  other 
colleges  and  universities,  he  said. 
Johnson  listed  those  offerings  as 
individualized  majors,  new  discip- 
lines such  as  journalism  and  urban 
studies,  special-interest  areas  such 
as  women’s  studies  and  multi- 
disciplinary studies. 

Johnson  said  he  does  not  know 
how  long  he  will  be  acting  dean  or 
whether  he  will  seek  the  position 
on  a permanent  basis.  One  issue  he 
will  tackle  before  a permanent  dean 
is  appointed  is  the  massive  budget 
deficit  facing  Livingston  College. 

He  views  the  concept  of  spend- 
ing cuts  as  a failure,  and  hopes 
other  options,  such  as  various  sour- 
ces of  funding  could  be  found  to 
save  educational  programs. 

Johnson  left  in  1988  for  South 
Africa  during  a one-year  sabattical. 
He  remained  there  another  year  as  a 
visiting  research  associate  at  the 
Center  for  African  Studies  at  the 
University  of  Cape  Town.

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Search  nears  end  for  LC  dean 

Search  committee  expected  to  give  final  decision  in  weeks

The  search  for  a new  Livingston 
College  dean  may  soon  be  over,  ac- 
cording to  at  least  one  member  of 
the  search  committee. 

A search  committee  was  formed 
before  W.  Robert  Jenkins’  resigna- 
tion took  effect  in  July  1990,  but 
was  dissolved  and  then  re- 
established almost  a year  later. 
Since  the  summer  of  1990,  Univer- 
sity Africana  studies  professor 
Walton  Johnson  has  served  as  act- 
ing dean. 

According  to  student  representa- 
tive Steve  Haak,  a Livingston  Col- 
lege senior,  some  progress  has  been 
made  in  the  selection  process.  The 
committee  is  still  in  deliberation 
but  has  narrowed  down  the  number 
of  candidates. 

A list  of  candidates  was  sche- 
duled to  be  released  at  a meeting 
last  night,  and  a decision  is  ex-

weeks,  Haak  said. 

The  committee  would  prefer  to 
name  a dean  from  within  the  Uni- 
versity but  is  still  considering  out- 
side candidates,  he  said.  Johnson  is 
also  a possible  candidate. 


Committee  chairperson  Howard 
McGary,  University  professor  of 
philosophy,  was  unavailable  for 
comment. 

Livingston  College  students  can 
only  hope  for  a speedy  interview 
and  selection,  said  University  Sen. 
Yash  Dalai,  a Livingston  College 
senior. 

Until  a new  dean  is  appointed, 
the  Livingston  College  Governing 
Association  cannot  forcefully  initi- 
ate new  policies  and  voice  a united, 
assertive  position,  said  Dalai,  ad- 
ding that  an  acting  dean  lacks  the 
stature  of  a permanent  one. 

"The  selection  process  has  been 
taking  longer  than  it  should  have," 
he  said.  "Students  are  getting  hurt 
since  an  acting  dean  cannot  pro- 
ceed forward  with  innovative  and 
effective  policy-making.  However, 
within  a few  weeks,  the  selection 
committee  should  make  its  final 
decision."

NEW  BRUNSWICK,  N.J.  — Walton  Johnson  of  PRINCETON,  a social 
anthropologist  and  professor  of  Africana  studies  at  Rutgers,  has  been 
appointed  dean  of  Rutgers'  Livingston  College,  efrective  immediately. 

Johnson  has  been  serving  as  the  college's  acting  dean  since  June  1990. 

Rutgers  President  Francis  L.  Lawrence  made  the  announcement,  praising 
Johnson  as  a distinguished  scholar  in  anthropology. 

"Johnson's  interest  in  this  area  fits  in  very  well  with  the  mission  of 
Livingston  College  as  it  relates  to  diversity  and  social  justice,"  Lawrence 
said.  "He  has  done  an  excellent  job  during  his  year  as  acting  dean  in 
stimulating  discussion  on  the  role  and  mission  of  Livingston  College  and  in 
creating  visibility  for  the  college.  He  is  a good  administrator  and  the  ideal 
person  to  lead  Livingston  College  forward  in  the  next  decade." 

Paul  L.  Lea tli,  provost  of  Rutgers-New  Brunswick,  said,  "Through  his 
leadership  of  Livingston  this  past  year,  Johnson  has  already  shown  that  he 
will  make  an  important  contribution  to  strengthening  the  college  system  in  New 
Brunswick. " 

Johnson  holds  a doctorate  in  social  anthropology  from  London  University 
in  England.  He  joined  the  faculty  at  Rutgers  in  1972  and  was  named  chairman 
of  the  Africana  studies  department  in  1987.  He  has  served  on  several 
committees  addressing  minority  issues  at  Rutgers,  the  State  University  of  New 
Jersey. 

Johnson  has  done  extensive  research  on  race  relations  in  South  Africa, 
where  he  served  as  a visiting  fellcw  at  the  University  of  Capetown.  His 
research  project  was  funded  through  a fellowship  for  minority  scholars  from 
the  Ford  Foundation. 

He  has  been  active  in  Oxfam-America,  a non-profit  international  agency 
that  funds  disaster  relief  and  development  projects  in  Africa,  Asia,  Latin 
America  and  the  Caribbean.  He  has  served  as  co-chairman  of  Oxfam-America 's 
board  of  directors  and  as  director  of  the  agency's  Zimbabwe,  Africa,  project. 

Johnson  is  the  fourth  dean  of  Livingston  College  and  the  first 
African-American  to  become  dean,  of  Livingston. 

"I  am  pleased  to  accept  this  appointment  because  of  my  commitment  to  the 
values  and  sense  of  justice  upon  which  this  college  was  founded,"  Johnson 
said.  "It  is  particularly  gratifying,  having  been  at  the  college  since  1972, 
to  be  able  to  play  a more  direct  role  in  accomplishing  its  mission." 

Founded  in  1969,  Livingston  College  was  named  in  honor  of  William 
Livingston,  New  Jersey's  first  governor.  The  liberal  arts  college's  mission 
is  to  serve  a culturally  diverse  community.  Its  student  body  of  more  than 
3,700  is  drawn  frcan  a wide  range  of  ethnic,  racial  and  socioeconomic 
backgrounds.

NEW  BRUNSWICK  — The  Rutgers 
University  board  of  governors  yester- 
day named  its  new  chairman,  Carleton 

A.  Holstrom.  . . „ . 

The  board  also  named  Arnold  nynd- 
man  the  dean  of  Livingston  College 
and  voted  to  rescind  a 1985  resolution 
banning  the  university  from  investing 
in  companies  that  do  business  in  South 
Africa. 

Holstrom,  58,  retired  as  chief  frnan-  . 
rial  officer  for  Bear,  Steams  & Co.  in 
1987.  He  has  served  on  the  board  for 
the  last  five  years,  acting  as  vice  chair- 
man since  1991.  Because  a board  of 
governor's  term  is  six  years,  he  will  be 

chairman  only  a year. 

As  head  of  the  university  s govern- 
ing body,  Holstrom  said  much  of  his 
focus  would  be  on  Rutgers'  new  rela- 
tionship with  the  state  in  light  of  Gov. 
Whitman’s  proposal  to  eliminate  the 
Board  of  Higher  Education. 

Critics  of  the  plan,  expected  to  pass 
the  Legislature,  contend  it  would  leave 
New  Jersey's  colleges  and  universities 
without  a strong  voice  in  Trenton  and 
could  lead  to  mismanagement,  corrup- 
tion and  soaring  tuition  hikes. 

Holstrom  dismissed  these  concerns, 
saving  the  university  over  the  years 
had  developed  strong  ties  with  Tren- 
ton, and  is  well-equipped  to  represent 
itself  in  the  new  environment. 

Holstrom  said  in  response  to  con- 
cerns that  the  schools  would  abuse  its 
powers  in  due  to  lack  of  oversight, 
"There  has  to  be  an  assumption  at 
some  point  that  intelligent,  honest, 
well-informed  people,  aware  of  their  fi- 
duciary responsibilities,  will  carry 
them  out  appropriately." 

As  for  tuition,  Holstrom  said  the 
board  is  "100  percent  committed  to 
accessibility." 

At  the  same  time,  he  said,  there  are 
federal,  state  and  university  programs 
that  provide  financial  aid  to  students 
and  "it  is  really  not  the  responsibility 
of  this  board  as  a matter  of  policy  to 
provide  accessibility. 


"If  the  state  wants  the  university  to 
be  accessible,  it  needs  to  provide  the 
resources  to  do  that,"  he  said. 

Hyndman,  the  new  Livingston  Col- 
lege dean,  served  as  acting  dean  of  of 
the  college  for  the  past  year.  An  asso- 
ciate professor  of  biological  sciences, 
he  has  worked  at  Rutgers  since  1981. 
Since  1983,  he  has  been  director  of 
the  Minority  Teaching  and  Research 
Center  Career  Development  Program 
at  the  Graduate  School,  and  in  1990 


was  named  associate  provost  for  aca- 
demic development. 

The  University  Senate  passed  a res- 
olution this  year  calling  on  the  board 
to  rescind  its  policy  of  divestment  in 
South  Africa.  Yesterday,  the  board  off- 
icially did  so. 

The  board  also  elected  Ann  M. 
Thomas  vice  chairwoman.
